BRITANNIA MINKS. 

Owners Will Take Nothing Less Than 
Million and a Half. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, July 14.— The straight bona 
fitfo offer of $1,000,000 cash ior the- Brit- 
annia group of mines by the J. II- Scott 
syndicate lias beeu finally refused!. The 
syndicato were lead to believe' that their 
offer -would be accepted and were- wait- 
ing for a cable message confirming it. 
When the cable message from the Scott 
syndicate wa6 handed to the Britannia 
company offering to pay $5,000 down, 
$10,000 in one month and the balance of 
$1,000,000 by the 30th of November 
next,, or to incorporate a new company 
and pay for the mine $750,000 in shares 
at par and $750,000 cash* both offers 
were refused, the Britannia, company de- 
manding $1,500,000. Negotiations for 
the new deal were scarcely put in motion 
however when a New York syndicate 
commenced negotiations for tho property, 
and secured an option on the mines. Min- 
ing men and those interested in the de- 
velopment of coast properties are com- 
menting on the fact that there- is so 
much negotiating anil no sale. 

If the Scott syndicate had purchased 
the mines it would have meant the erec- 
tion of a snutter at once, and the ex- 
penditure o? a million dollars in plant 
and labor.

Ch'a'rgcs That Conditions Are us Bad as 
Discovered lit New STork. 

London, Ju^ 1-t. Ir. parliament the 
week was redeemed from total tedious- 
nevm by a remarkable exposure in Lon- 
don's corruptness by Mr. Samuel Smith 
(Liberal member for Lincolnshire), and 
Mr. John Burns (Socialist member for 
Battereea). The allegations made by 
these members, and Home Secretary Itid- 
ley did not deny them, show conditions 
which equal anything discovered by the 
Lexow aud Mazet committees in New T 
York, immoral dents, blackmailing aud 
bribery of the police apparently flourish- 
ing and are greatly on the increase, es- 
pecially in the West End. 

Degraded criminals, declared Mr. 
Burns, who were cleared out in 18DS are 
re-establishing themselves iu largo num- 
bers in the metropolis, and he offered to 
show Sir Matthew White Ridley West 
Find haunts where "Forms of vice of 
eastern origin are taking root." Ho also 
asserted that tbo West End club pro- 
prietors and barkeepers have the police 
directly under their control." 

Mr. Burns cited individual instances 
and ended by telling the Home Secretary 
that if he did not stop this bribery the 
evil would "Deepen until they saw a 
state of affairs in London similar to what 
had been seen in the tenderloin of New- 
York, where :v chief inspector had earned 
£10,000 a year by- blackmailing gambling 
halls and prostitutes." 

The Home Secretary was aghast and 
said ho would examine into the charges. 

Mr. Smith confined himself chiefly to 
exposing public obscenities. 

"Many things," he declared, "were tol- 
erated iu England which would not be 
allowed in America."

Loudon, July 15.— Tho only news from 
China last night was the following issued 
at midnight: 

The foreign office lias received infor- 
mation from the consul-general at Shuug.

at Shanghui." 

As no mention is made of the alleged 
statement of Sheng, the director general 
of railways and telegraphs of China to 
tho consuls at Shanghai announcing the 
murder of the foreigners in Peking it is 
presumed that the story crediting Sheng 
with these assertions aud announcing 
that he blamed Prince Tuan for the at- 
tack ou the legation is one of the many, 
inventions emanating from Shunghai, ^ . 

According to the despatch from Berlin 
the mobilization of Germany's expedi- 
tionary force is being carried out in 
splendid fashion. Some 10,000 volun- 
teers and 145 ollicers havo already been 
accepted. It is announced thnt the gov- 
ernment contemplates chartering thirty 
of the largest vessels belonging to two 
of the most important companies, Bremen 
aud Hamburg liners, for transports. The 
expeditioa is being organized on the basis 
of a year's campaign. : „ 

St. Petersburg, July 14.— It is officially 
staled here that no report of the murder 
of Mi de Giers, the minister at Pekiq, 
lias heyu received here.

London, July 14.— The fate of the" lega^ 
tions at Pekin continues to absorb almost 
undivided interest in Great Britain. As 
tho days of silence drug into weeks pub- 
lic ti'usion and anxiety increases. 

One of the clearest pronouncements 
tipoC- China is from Mr. Archibald Ross 
(^oloqukoun, the well known correspond- 
ent of the Loudon Times, whose study 
of the F'.ar Eastern conditions has made 
him' :iu atuthority on the subject. 

Writing to" the parliamentary secretary 
of the foreign office, Mr. William St. 
Johu BroderickV Mr. Colquhoun declares 
tbat unless prompt relief is attempted tho 
Europeans would be massacred, and if 
they are able to hold out until the revolt 
subsiidea there will be "An indelible im- 
pression on the Chinese that their escape- 
was due not to the strength and deter- 
mination of Great Britain but to the-ir 
own forbearance." 

He adds: "The loss of prestige will 
be irreparable in either case. I ana con- 
vinced that a determined assault on the 
native city of Tien Tsin would cleaT the 
situation and open the way to Pekin." 

The commanders now at Tien Tsin are 
not wiiming golden opinions from the 
English public who, while suspending 
sovere criticism, fail to see why the 
united forces should be so impotent to 
achieve anything and so appu.-ently out- 
classed by the Chinese, not only in num- 
bers but in artillery, and some people are 
almost inclined to believe in strategy.

As governor of Victoria the Earl bo- 
pntup immensely popular in Australia, 
while the tact with which he has filled 
the duties of Lord Chamberlain has great- 
ly added to the young peer's reputation. 

The Ear! of Denbigh is expected to 
succeed to the royal office (Lord Gham- 
berlain) of Her Majesty's household. 

Though Australian federation is an es- 
tablished fact, owing to the Queen's sig- 
nature being fixed to the bill, and 
[though the Governor-General has been 
appointed, the location of the Australian 
capital has not yet been decided upon. 

By the terms of the new constitution 
it is to be no less than 100 miles from 
dney. Intel-provincial rivalry makes 
tho dual selection a matter of grave im- 
port When the matter is decided, a 
hundred square miles will bo taken from 
New South Wales, becoming the prop- 
erty of the commonwealth, on the same 
plan as Washington and the District of 
Columbia.

London. July 14.— By making 37 knots 
over a measured mile the turbine torpedo 
boat Viper has broken all records and hns 
quite fulfilled the expectations of the 
builders, Parsons, who believe that tur- 
bines can achieve the same results in 
larger craft. The only vessels to be built 
under this week's supplementary naval 
appropriations are five torpedo boat de- 
stroyers.

"United we Stand, divided we fall; no 
more fish for (i cents. Xo surrender." 
Still another banner followed, he:, ring 
the inscription, "115 cents or no tWh." 
Another emblem was a cross -shaped 
arrangement with a net 'hanging from it 
in which two large -salmon were en- 
meshed. There also wore several blood 
red lings in the parade, which was wit- 
nessed by great crowds of citizens, who 
enjoyed the novel sight and appreciated 
the excellent music of tfhe Indian bands. 
Fishermen ran through the crowd with

who were in sympathy with the. strikers.

To-mor-row evening's meeting of the city 
council will be a more than usually lai- 
porftant and Interesting one, a considerable 
quantity of what may be termed "cou- 
teutlous" business requiring to be dealt 
with. Among the matters which will re- 
ceive consideration Is the "Tuxes By-Law, 
l'JOU. - ' This purposes to tlx the rate ui ill 
mills, less one sixth, It paid within a cer- 
tain time, making a net rate of 17'.-j mills. 
When it is remembered that Improvements 
a.-e only charged at GO per cent, of their 
value, it will be seen that the average 
rate is only about 15 mills. Strenuous 
opposition, however, will be made to this 
by-law, which Is now In the committee 
stage, by Aldermen Kinsman and Cameron', 
wuu are opposed to uny further Increase 
In taxation this year. The views of the 
aldermen on the point mentioned were set 
forth In an Interview which was pub- 
lished In the Colonist the other day. 

'the Revenue By-Law, which was Intro- 
duced at the last meeting, will also furnish 
food fur discussion. Important features 
of this by-law are the proposal to malic 
all trades' licenses uniform, at ?10 a year; 
the Imposition of a tax of $1 on all bi- 
cycles, and $2 on all private vehicles. The 
latter pay nothing at present. The mouqy 
collected by the tax on bicycles will b<J 
devoted— should the by-law pass— to the 
construction of bicycle paths throughout 
the city. 

The "CralgUower Road Opening By-Law" 
Is scheduled to "bub up serenely from be- 
low" once again. There will be a lively 
debate over this, In all probability. The 
by-law proposes to open up the old rou.l 
to Its full width of 00 feet and return to 
those who own the lots which run lute the 
road the amount of the taxes they have 
paid thereon with Interest. 

Aid. Williams will bring forward two 
rather Interesting resolutions, the llrst one 
being as follows: 

" IVhereas the matter of transcontinental 
railway connection with the Mainland by 
ferry was the subject of lengthy considera- 
tion by the city council or 1S8U, caused lu 
the i>rst place by the application of the 
promoters of the Port Angeles & Eastern 
railway for n subsidy In aid of the pro- 
jected connection of their line between 
Pbri Angeles and this city, which applica- 
tion resulted In the city council being ap- 
proached In a similar manner by other 
parties, through their solicitors, Messrs. 
Topper, Peters & Potts, and Messrs. Bo:l- 
well & Duff though !t was regarded an open 
tju'cstion at the tluift whether there was 
any bona tide Inttut on the port of these 
applicants to carry out the proposals they 
outlined, and It was eveu mooted that the 
object of the second Mid third applications 
was essentially to defeat the former an 
assumption the truth of which subsequent 
facts have too clearly Indicated, Inasmuch 
as since the defeat of the Port Angeles 
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scheme there has been no attempt made 
on the part of either of the last named 
applicants to carry out the schemes they 
then proposed. 

"Therefore be It resolved that Messrs. 
Tupper and Peters, and Messrs. Bodwell 
& Duff be communicated with and nn i> 
Kinlry made as to whether their principals 
have any intention of urging forward or 
carrying out the proposals they then laid 
before the city -council, In order that the 
council may be In n position to know what 
action, It any, mny be fitting for the city 
council to take at an early date In regard 
to this Important matter." 

Ho will also move that "Inasmuch as on 
the lilst day of July, 1S09, a resolution was 
passed by the city council recommending 
that the sum of 5150 be appropriated for 
the purpose of providing drinking fountains 
at. the corner of Yntes and Government 
Btreets, and at the corner of Government 
and Courtenay -streets, In the city, as soon 
as funds were available; 

"Therefore be It resolved that In the 
opinion of this council the said drinking 
fountains should at once be purchased and 
placed In position."

Among the most prominent of the land- 
marks upon the harbor is the old red 
brick block that for now over a quarter 
of a century has stood grim and lonely 
on Hospital Point. Its past associations 
are none of the most pleasant, but time 
works many changes, and among those 
the point has had its share, happily for 
its good in every case. Originally the 
land upon the point-was a portion of the 
Songheos Indian reserve and theoretically 
still remains such as for many years the 
Indian department has received rent for 
it on behalf of its wards. 

When first reclaimed from its aborigin- 
al 6cci' no lt« "• wooden building, which 



the past spring the few patients were? 
removed to the present temporary quar- 
ters on the Work Estate and Victoria's 
company of the standing army of Canada 
moved in. 

A visit to the new post discloses a very 
comfortable establishment, although as 
yet ils arrangements are far from com- 
pleted. The old building was somewhat 
out of repair and though readily adapting 
itself to its new uses, it is even for tin- 
present force, which is but little over halt 
of its establishment strength, somewhat 
small for the purpose. This is particular- 
ly noticeable at night time, when many 
Of the privates have perforce to sleep 
under the tables of the mess room or in 
two or three tents which have been pitch- 
ed on the lawn. 

Tlie wooden building to the south— near- 
est the harbor mouth — which had been 
erected for the accommodation of the resi- 
dent surgeon, and afterwards allotted to 
the use of the caretaker, has been turn- 
ed into officers' quarters. A well-kept 
(lower garden is situated opposite the en- 
trance, while over the latter a heavy ivy 
tops the. door and slightly curtains the 
w indoys of the orderly room. This is 
on the ground lloor, where Orderly Boom 
Clerk Han s, whose appointment gives 
h;m corporal's ru.k is found in charge. 
Further ie/.vn the hsill are the quarters 
of Colonel McKay, while upstairs Lieu- 
tenant Ackroyd is quartered and the of- 1 
Beers' mess is sitiuated. 

Filtering the main building— the fami- 
liar old red brick — from the south, the I 
ends are found to furnish small hut cozy! 
separate rooms for the non-coms., | 
while the whole of the upper flat and half! 



shortcomings iu the light at Puadeberg. 
The bottle is of the heavy, thick "pop- 
bottle" sort and contains but fluid enough 
for two drinks, which at the time that 
their coolness is most deinaded are. usual- 
ly of a luke-warni, if not tepid, sort. 
Even on tiie short held day of the Queen's 
Birthday celebration the redcoats across 
the harbor learned to share this griev- 
ance of their brothers in arms on the 
African veldt. 

Leaving the dormitory, half o£ the 
ground lloor, one enters the mess room, 
where the usual trestle tables and benches 
accommodate the soldier buys. Here the 
Canadian "Tommy Atkins" has rather the 
advantage over his Imperial comrade in 
arms. The latter lias a ration issued of 
one pound of meat and one of bread per 
day, but in addition to this, at the point, 
a pound of potatoes, two ounces of cheese, 
one ounce of pot barley, one-third o£ 
an ounce of tea, one-quarter of an ounce 
of coffee and oue-lfalf an ounce of salt 
and pepper is issued to each 'man. By 
joint contributions to a mess fund, the 
men supplement all these with milk, but- 
ter, vegetables and dried fruits, all to- 
gether making u good "square." 

Upon this lloor also a couple of bath 
rooms and various hot and cold water 
taps afford to the men conveniences that 
are not yet found in the quarters of the 
officers. 

At the north end of the building small 
houses accommodate the company cook 
and his department, while the "dead" 
bouse, immediately under the quarter- 
master's window, is being utilized for his 
stores. 

Out in a corner of the garden the men 




but. a few years ago disappeared, was 
-erected there for use as a provincial 
asylum. These unfortunates iiad hitherto 
been confined to the old "barracks" goal 
on Bastion Square, but the demand for 
more lifting quarters was suitably met 
and for nearly a score of years the 
asylum was located at the point, il being 
removed from these to New Westminster 
in 1875. From an old-timer who n few 
■weeks ago visited the institution at the 
Royal City it in learned that, there is 
still confined within its sad veils an old 
man who in 1S09 was committed as a 
lunatic to the "barracks" goal and has 
survived the many changes that have ef- 
fected that institution. 

. Tli at change coming so soon after the 
entry of the province into the Canadian 
fe<Seration permitted the point to be utiliz- 
ed In the keeping of one of the terms of 
union.

of that, below is devoted to dormitory 
I uses for the men. Temporary wooden 
cots take the place of the usual barrack 
iron ones, the foot folding up to permit ot 
the regulation "make-up." Hero, by in- 
Inpeclion lime, the mattress, pillow, three 
j bhuikets, coverlet and pair of sheets (the 
issue to each man) are rolled up and 
I strantied From poms immediately over 
the head hang the Oliver equipment, with 
its numerous buff straps and the side 
arms and Leo-Met ford of the occupant 
of the cot, while on a shelf much higher 
yet (instead of in the usual soldier's box) 
is found the issue of clothing. This com- 
prises three grey woolen shirts, three 
suits of underwear, three pairs of socks, 
one pair of braces, two pairs of boots, 
two pairs of trousers, two Glengarry caps 
and one field service cnp. In addition 
to these a hold-all is issued, containing 
service razors, brushes and sundry other 
articles. 

The lower roll of the Oliver equipment 
holds th" service great cotit of grej- frieze 
to match which the usual cape is Issued. 
A water bottle in a buff leather case is 
also attached to the harness and furnisher 
the one weak point in the otherwise excel- 
lent equipment. About it -complaints

usually incident to barrack 
reveille at 5:30 in the morning until tea 
at 4:30 at night the day is well but not 
oppressively filled. The drills take up 
some four hours of the day and fatigues 
as yet are not oppressive. To these are, 
however, added the duty of furnishing a 
night guard at Macaulny Point, which is 
the responsibility of its trusts, and the 
association with the Imperial forces does 
much to impress the men with the dis- 
comforts as well as the spirit of the 
older established regulars. From tea time 
onward tho soldiers not c. b., or on duty, 
own tli sir own evening, hut must be back 
in barraoks by 10 p. m, unless under 
leave, which privilege i« readily to be 
obtained. 

As yet amusements have been some- 
what limited. A good (lea! of shooting 
has been done at Clover Point, and sev- 
eral boat* and canoes are used by vrny of 
recreation. Until, however, the hay crop 
•in a couple of fields behind the fort has 
been saved, the field room for sports is 
somewhat limited. Two Holds, however, 



will soon be under lease to the depart- 
ment, when the Siwash farmer has saved 
his crop, and on one of these good ground 
for cricket and football is expected to be 
found. 

Of pots the barracks already has a fair 
share. "Colonel Peters," a veteran point- 
er who has deserted his master in his 
love of the ranks, is a general favorite, 
as are also the officers' dogs, "Venus," a 
tine bull, and a deer hound of good peiuts. 

Soon it is hoped to till the establish- 
ment numbers, about 125, which will bo 
full strength. At present there are nine 
non-commissioned officers, C. I>. Hollyer, 
a well known Victorian, being sergeant 
and having under him three sergeants, 
three corporals and two lance corporals. 
In addition to these Orderly Boom Clerk 
Harris and Quartermaster Fraser, by 
reason of their appointments, also take 
rank as corporals. 

The company has been recruited from 
all sections of the province, Kaslo, Nel- 
son, Kaniloops, Bevelstoke, Now West- 
minster, as well as Victoria, being well 
represented, while from Vancouver Cor- 
poral McPheo, who has charge of the 
canteen, and nearly forty others have 
hailed. These men were chiefly from the 
Coimaught Billes of that city and New 
Westminster, having thus been drilled for 
various periods. All trades and every 
profession appeals to find its representa- 
tives iu the company, the reason for their 
enlisting, ami iu some cases men have 
given up so much as $3 a day 
for the 50 cents of tho widow's son, being 
found in the fact that the recruiting of- 
ficers were enabled to hold out as an in- 
ducement the promise of the department 
that should further Canadian troops be 
offered for active service theCanadian re- 
giment would have the preference. Thus 
it happens, too, that few of the men are 
raw recruits, neither have they all come 
from tho school ground of the Canadian 
militia. Corporal Case, for instance, 
served his time in the Second Life Guards 
in England, while Private Shrewsbury, 
who was enlisted at Vancouver, is an ex- 
Dragoon Guard. Private Hurford, who 
is also company barber, spent two years 
in activo service in India and Burmah, 
and was much surprised on coming down 
from Vancouver to meet at the post 
Lance Corporal Delabanty, who had been 
a comrade in arms with him in the "some- 
wheres east, of Suez." Even Uncle 
Sam's veterans have contributed their 
quota in the person of Private Atkinson, 
who holds special certificates for good 
services and courage iu several sharp en- 
gagements in the Philippines, where he 
spent two years with the First California' 
volunteers: 

Lieut.-Col. J. McKay, who is in com- 
mand of the company, has the honor of 
having been ths-#.rst Canadian to volun- 
teer for service in China. His applica- 
tion to be allowed to go to the Fur Fast 
to light the Queen's enemies there -was 
soon followed by similar applications 
from the whole company which he com- 
mands. He is a popular Canadian offi- 
cer and holds a second-class short-courso 
infantry certificate, a first-class long- 
course infantry certificate', and a first- 
class cavalry and field officer's certifi- 
cate. He is .".7 years of age, and, now 
that he lias been appointed to the com- 
mand of the company here, says he is a 
resident of Victoria. Before coming to 
bis present command he was colonel of 
the 42ml Begiiuent, of Perth, Out, He 
was drafted into that corps from the 
41st. Regiment, being promoted on bis 
transfer from captain to colonel. 

Second in command is Lieutenant II. C. 
Ackroyd, who for many years has been 
a well known figure in athletic and busi- 
ness circles on the .Mainland. Born in 
Staffordshire, England, he went to school 
at tin- famous old Uppingham public 
school, several of whose "boys" are to- 
day scattered throughout British Colum- 
bia. Coming to Vancouver about 1S00, 
he entered the insurance and financial of- 
fice of Messrs. Innes & Richards, of that 
city, where his diligence and business 
capacity soon led him to a junior part- 
nership in the firm, which he still con- 
tinues to hold. Immediately upon his ar- 
rival in Vancouver Mr. Ackroyd went 
in strongly for sports, and as a runner 
still holds with Blight tho record for the 
amateur mile of the province. For two 
seasons lie also -captained the Vancouver 
Rugby team. 

Mr. Ackroyd's military career is, of 
course, but yet a short one. Beginning 
it in England, where for about three years 
ho B.-n-ved as a private in the First Volun- 
teer Leicestershire regiment ('nfiintry), he 
soon after the organization of the Van- 
couver battery joined it, leaving after fivn 
years with a' -captain's rank. In order 
of standing he ranks fourth out of tho 
eight lieutenants of his present corps.

White Pass Commercial Agent 
Talks About Transpor- 
tation Question. 



What Railway is Doing to 
Facilitate Business to 
Interior. 



,T. II. Greer, commercial agent in this 
city for the White Pass & Yukon rail- 
way, was seen yesterday by a Colonist 
reporter and questioned as to any in- 
conveniences to which shippers or pas- 
sengers may be put at Skagway, and 
his attention was directed to the remarks 
of Mr. McCandlcss at the meeting of 
the board of trade. Mr. Greer said: 

" I do not say that individual cases 
have not occurred where travellers have 
been put to needless trouble. The 
country is new; the railway company 
has been very busy with construction 
making eoi uections, and it take- 



the train, and when a case of the kind 
occqrs it ought to be reported to the 
railway authorities, for the object of the 
company is to prevent any delay of any 
kind. Passengers from United States 
points can purchase through tickets to 
Canadian Yukon points and have their 
baggage checked through. This bag- 
gage will be examined either at Skag- 
way or at destination by the Canadian 
officers. If it is desired to have the 
baggage- examined at destination, it 
must be sent through in bond. The ar- 
rangements are just the same as in other 
places similarly situated." 

"How about freight'.'" 

" Freight can be shipped from Vic- 
toria, Vancouver or any other Canadian 
point to Dawson and Canadian Yukon 
points in bond without any trouble or 
delay at Skagway. There was formerly 
a difficulty in regard to perishable goods, 
but. as soon as the railway company 
found that the business of Canadian 
merchants was being interfered with, a 
special agent was sent to Washington 
and the case was taken up with the 
United States officials. The result was 
that what is known as 'the immediate 
transportation entry system' was adopt- 
ed, which permits all kinds of goods to 
be passed through Skagway in bond 
from all Canadian points. This satis- 
factory arrangement was due wholly to 
the efforts of the railway company." 

" How about the cost attending tho 
passing of goods through Skagway in 
bond?" 

" The White Tass & Yukon railway 
company pay the salaries and expenses

jag -some ,aezipn to punish , the guilty. 
J3von if it would be .possible to secure 
.such an arrangement whereby China

■clusivoness, the civilized nations would 
mot ,«i!usent toi.it until the- Chinese had 
■been taught a ;,lesson that they would 
mover forget, but the thing is .not possible 
amd ithere Ls no .|Use in talking about it 
Mouaver, if foreign nations would with- 
draw from 'China, no guarantee. could be 
givei that the Chinese tltemfsflives, now 
that they have been, aroused, would not 
become inggrossive, innd agaiinii an 
gressive (China Oejudeutul ci-f.vjizntion 
would ihnrdly be able to stand. For the 
time being the Chinese are dependent 
upon foreign countries for modem mili- 
tary appliances, but th»..v are marvellous 
imitators, and -we may rest assured .that 
if every channel of communications -with 
tho roast of Che world .were closed, ,th 
Chinese army of the future would be 
armed with appliances of a modern type. 
There seems to be nothing else for tie 
Occidental nation* to do except to grap- 
ple with the monster of the Orient. The 
task is the most stupendous e.wr attempt- 
ed by the human race. The Crusades 
were as child's play compared with it 

Placing the number of troope, which 
can be made available within a. reason 
able time for an inva^wn of China, at a 
(maximum, it will not exceed 100,000, 
These might be sufficiently numerous to 
•take I'ekin, although we have consider 
able doubt on the point, but if the dis 
turtoancc spreads to other parts of the 
Empire, such n force woujd be next to 
useless. It: seems very clear that the 
power.; must rely very largely upon the 
assistance of Japan. 
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So far the world has only learned the 
fate of the German and Kfissian ministers 
and that of the wife -ot the latter and his 
bodyguard. What is tin. re to ho told of 
the fate 'Of the other ministers, their 
families, the members of their respective 
embassies ami the other Europeans? 
The news will he awaited with breath- 
less anxiety. There is only one thing of 
which we may be sure. Their fate can- 
not be worse than that of M. de Giers 
and Jus wife. This reaches the very 
acme of -horror. 'i?he indignation of the 
civilized world may he intensified when 
tho whole story is told, but it cannot he 
any deeper tbaa.'it now is. As yet only 
Germany and Iiussia have certain cause 
to declare fur a war of punishment; but 
any hour may -bring intelligence that our 
own Empire, the United States, France, 
Italy and other nations are in the same 
case as the two powers, the fate of whose 
ministers 4s -known. The time is at luuul 
when tho.. powers must act with a com- 
mon loader. On the other hand, interna- 
tional aealousyvwill be lost sight of in the 
face of the common anguish, liut while 
it is easy to speak of united action 1>e- 
tween the. powers, who is there, who <;an 
give any lidea of what this means? AVhat 
can be done with China? This question 
stands out;. above all others. We may 
say that : ?ekin will be captured, and 
peace will' be dictated from that city, as 
the German Kaiser has declared. Rut 
the oupture of I'ekin is not the subjec- 
tion of 'China. It is easy to say that 
terms of >poaco will be dictated, but to 
whom iwill 'the dictation be? The out- 
look is 'that' the powers will bo called 
upon to deal, not with an organized gov- 
ernment, hut with a horde of 40O,0OO;00O 
of people, worked Up to a frenzy. Plan 
as wo -may, the tact remains that we 
cannot 'hope to know what is really tak- 
ing placeHnl China; we cannot form any 
accurate- -estimate of the conditions with 
WUicTl the powerse will have to grapple, 
A British ' 'Columbia Chinaman, who 
went home last year, found that h 
father ha'u never heard of the war In 
tween China and Japan.

VICTORIA AS A RESOHT. 

We think it; well once more to direct 
attention to the. advantages which Vic- 
toria -offers., us a temporary home for 
those j)orsons > who seek a pleasant cli- 
mate ;and nattractivc surrounding;;. Th 
city is mow enjoying its usual unsurnasi 
ed midsummer weather. The days are 
a little (warm, .but by no means oppres- 
sively r,o, and the evenings are cool. Xo 
thing can .surpass a Victoria summer 
evening. 'Only: those, who knew what a 
sultry night in the Interior of the Con- 
tinent means,' can appreciate the delight 
ful evenings which we have here. In 
the course of a year or two there will b 
an inllux of people to this city in summer, 
which will add enormously to its bus! 
ness and .prosperity. 

But it is not of. the ■summer only that 
we must. *penk. when referring to Victoria 
as a resort. A letter from an Eastern 
correspondent. asks: "What is your rainy 
season like?" The best answer to this 
is that the .rainy season is that part of 
the year .when .we. .have rain, as distin 
guished from that part, namely, the sum 
mer, when .we have. none, except in rare 
instances. An impression prevails in 
many places .that, tile rainy season on the 
Coast is one . continuous period of wet 
weather. Perhaps . it may be well ti 
stat.; a few facts bearing upon this point. 
The <hiys are .rare in the rainy season 
when rain falls .continuously for twenty- 
four hour^ .and_ as a rule the precipitation 
is not ivhat is xalled hea vy in the East 
and middle parts of . the Continent. It 
is not a uniform rule, but very nearly so 
that if the daj .is wet. the night is not 
and vice r-ersa. Alore frequently if we 
have rain in the inoniii.tg .we ha ve none 
in the_ afternoon .and vice .versa. Fre- 
quently there will he .many, days together 
in the midst of what is called the rainy 
season when we will enjoy bright sun- 
light. At other times there .will be many 
cloudy days in succession with, littltt or 
no precipitation. Comparing Victoria 
with the Maritime Provinces, it may b 
said in a general wajr that .there an 
about as many rainy days liw during 
the winter as there are days .there on 
which either snow or rain falls. .All day 
rain storms are not more coinnwn here 
than all day snow storm-- are there. 

We mention these matters in response 
to quite a general demand for iu&irnia- 
tioa as to the climatic conditions of Vic- 
toria. One thing may be added., which 
will specially intercut some people, name- 
ly, that we have no thunderstorms here,, 
or rather that they are so rare that not 
many residents of the city can say when 
the las.; one occurred. In the matter of 
winds, while we have these pretty heav- 
ily now and then, as a rule it may be said 
that our winds ,vtre not heavy. It is ex- 
tremely rare that the velocity of the 
wind reaches a point where even slight 
damage is done. .Such things as hurri- 
canes, cyclones and (he like are entirely 
U&knowrti. Taking the climate the year 
through, it leaves very little to he de- 
sired.

•Sir: My attention has been called to 
n.u article or interview in the Colonist, 
said to have been given by "one of the 
city doctors," in respect to the society 
doctors. The interview begins by stat- 
ing the "doctor's name, for private rea- 
sons, was not given for publication," and 
then your informant endeavors to shield 
himself under the protecting wing -of a 
newspaper reporter, while he is casting 
insulting reflections on myself and an- 
other, using such terms as dishonorable 
action, etc. Here, then, is the spectacle 
of ii doctor "whose name, for private 
reasons, was not given for publication," 
using his cover of darkness to hurl abuse 
at a member of his own profession. Was 
there ever a more pusillanimous and un- 
dignified exhibition'.' Is the word "dis- 
honorable" strong enough to characterise 
the actions of such a man? This doc- 
tor, whoever he may be, iloes not hesitate 
to pour contumely and abuse upon my- 
self, but, of course, he does not, "for 
private reasons," want his name mention- 
ed. The conduct of such a man is akin 
to that of the sneaking villiau, who will 
lurk in the dark and throw vitriol upon 
the object of his hatred. We have heard 
a good deal lately about the cowardly tac- 
tics of the Boers, but the Boers have not 
abused the traditions of fair play any 
worse than this doctor who strikes hi 
the dark nnd has not the courage or 
manliness to meet a man in the open 
light of day. lie accuses Dr. Ernest Hall 
and myself of acting dishonorably.. Is it 
possible for any man to be guilty .::' 'i 
more dishonorable act than to try to in- 
jure another man's character and reputa- 
tion by insulting slurs and untruthful 
statements? 

Now, sir, he claims we were dishonor- 
able because we broke un agreement, the 
wording of which is as follows: 

"'.'That we, the members of the Victoria 
Medical Association, do hereby agree to. 
refuse to do contract lodge practice from 
the 1st day of January, LU01), i.o the 
Slsu.day of December, 1901." 

This agreement was signed by all the 
medical practitioners in the city. A coin- 
promise would .not he listened to under 
any consideration. I was told that in lieu 
of'; my giving up lodge practice that my 
interests would he protected and that no 
member whose signature was attached to 
the agreement would under any consider- 
ation break his word by making any 
proposition to the Societies to do their 
work. Now, sir, what happened. On 
January 10th, 11)00, it was moved by Dr. 
Hart and seconded by Dr. Eraser: 

" That any member of the Victoria 
Medical Association be free to at- 
tend lodge patients and collect his 
fee i from the lodge, giving the 
lodge -1(1 per cent, discount from the or- 
dinary, rate, provided that no meiiiber-or 
members of the Victoria Medical Society 
.be appointed the sole charge of any lodge 
and that lodge practice be confined to 
the actual members of the lodge. 

1 Signed) Herman Robertson, Secre- 
ta ryl" 

This,. sir, is self-explanatory, and does 
not require argument to show that by it 
the original agreement was completely 
ignored; and every man whose signature 
was attached to the original agreement 
and sanctioned the -10 per cent, discount 
proposition certainly ignored his obliga- 
tions in so far as his original ngraenaent 
was. concerned, for we cannot serve two 
masters. 

Now, sir, this is the unique position 
of the Victoria Medical Association on 
and after the evening of January 10; and 
now your informant accuses me of being 
dishonorable. Why? Because he says I 
.broken my .agreement. What agreement? 
Why. the very agreement your informant 
ignored after attaching his own signature 
to it; and, allow me to say in this connec- 
tion, that on the evening of January 1(! 

2 refused to.. agree to the making of the 
dO . per cent, discount proposition to the 
societies, because it was the essence utf 
inconsistency. 

Now, sir, this is the position your in- 
formant is in when he accuses me of 
suiting, dWhonorably in regard to the agree- 
ment mentioned. How long, according 
to laws of British Columbia, is a man 
supposed to respect such an agreement 
after thci majority of those who wire also 
parties, to it hud disrespected it? 

In conclusion , sir, allow me to state 
that iDr. .Ernest Hall before agreeing to 
make .any otheivconccssions to the soci- 
eties hud handed in his resignation to the 
Medical Association and declared his in- 
tention of ; acting, independently in the 
mutter. My own position has already 
bean -stated. .A nmajoiity of the other 
members of tho -society were pretending 
to bold on to .their agreement with one 
hand while .making a grand effort to di- 
vide up the society practice with the 
other. 

Now:, sir, I: ask the public, which is the 
more honorable stand to take. To resign 
from ,tke IMedical Association before at- 
tempting to make other arrangements 
with the .societies:? '.To remain true to 
an agreement when a resignation has not 
been tendered, or to ignore one's own 
signature and word of honor, and try to 
make a. .duuiilmhunded -shutlle? The lat- 
ter, sir, is the exact position of your in- 
formant who .accuses us of acting dis- 
honorably. One of the reasons why I 
did not -resign lno.ni [the '.Victoria Medical 
Association was because, by the actions 
of some of its mouthers : I was relieved of 
all my obligations to it, as the "founda- 
tion"' upon which the society was found- 
ed had been razeC

as they wer ." He reiers.to one instanc 
of a cannery in the midst of the fishing 
streams now having to send 00 miles for 
their fish, and thinks that there is room 
for the service of a .fishery protection ves- 
sel in the north. .Now the writer has 
had some fishing experience in the north 
and he thinks that the captain would 
much like to he the commander of a fleet 
instead of a lone craft. The cannery 
above referred to in the midst of streams 
must be in the vicinity of Rivers Inlet 
and Bella Bella and on the Namu. In 
order that the commander may be iu full 
possession of the facts I refer to him the 
account on the same subject brought 
down by the Tees, on the same page and 
the next column to the statement from 
himself, and reads this way: "Hiyu Sal- 
mon." "On the Namu when the Tees 
left that inlet, a very big run was on 
(lloth boats came down almost together.) 
In Bella Coola inlet, too, .there was a 
big nin of fish and the new cannery at 
Namu and Rivers Inlet canneries had an 
average pack of 2,000 to 1,500 cases 
There was also a big run on the Nans, 
the canneries there having taken about 
0,00(1 lish last week."

AN IMPROBABLE STORY. 

Sensatlona Despatch of Torture and 
Murder by Boxers of Russian 
Minister. 

St. Petersburg; July 14, — A despatch 
from Khabarovsk, dated Thursday, July 
12th, says un international council 
war, held at Tien Tsin, has decided for 
the present to confine the efforts of the 
allied forces to fortifying Tien Tsin am 1 
establishing safe communications witl 
the Taku forts ami arsenals. Tien 
Tsin, jt is added, is being armed with 
guns of the highest class. 

Washington, July 1-1. — A despatch from 
St. Petersburg to-day announces, , 
eialy, that the telegraph between Taku 
and Tien Tsin has already been restor 
and that railroad communications will 
shortly be re-established. 

To the other trials of the besieged peo- 
ple at Tien Tsin has been added an out 
break of scarlet fever. 

Despatches from Tien Tsin report that 
a number of ladies there have become 
ivhitoliaired through the horrors of the 
isiqge. 

New York, July 1-1.— The following 
despatch is printed here: 

St. Petersburg, July 11, via Paris, 
.July 18.— The Czar has received a cable- 
gram from Admiral AlexielT, at Port Ar- 
thur, confirming the horrible details of 
.the assassination of M. de Giors, which, 
merely in the form of a rumor, has al 
ready reached Russia. 

"The admiral declares that the Rus 
sian envoy was dragged through the 
streets by the Boxers, insulted, beaten 
and tortured, nnd then thrown into a 
great kettle and boiled to death. Then 
the remains were thrown to the dogs. 

"While M. de Giers was being dis 
posed of the fanatical mob danced 
around the cauldron. 

"Muie. de Giers, Admiral Alexieff's 
advices declare, suffered a fate worso 
than death and was beaten and tortured 
with sharp sticks until life was extinct. 
The legation officials are said to hav 
been tortured until death ended their 
sufferings. 

M. de Giers and his legation officials 
resisted desperately and his brave body, 
guard killed many of the attacking mob 
Jn the midst of his tortures the envoy 
is said, heroically, to have proclaimed 
his faith in Christianity, encouraged by 
his wife, who so suoti shared his martyr 
dom."

The following alphabetical key should 
i>c kept for reference during the Chinese 
crisis. 

Alexejeff.— Russian Vice- Admiral on 
the Fur Eastern station. 

Beudomiiim.-Boar- Admiral Beudeinaun 
commanding the Gorman squadron in 
tho Far East. 

Boxers.— Tho Boxers, or the "I-Ho- 
Chuun," — "I" meaning righteous, "Ho" 
uniting, and "Chuan" defending with the 
list — are one of China's many secret soci- 
cieties. They originated in Shantung 
the native hostility to the Germans, and 
have spread all over North China. They 
are bitterly anti-foreign and unti-Christ- 
iau, and the endorsement of their views 
aiu. agitation by the Chinese government 
has led to the present intervention of 
the Powers. 

Bruce,— (Rear- Admiral John Andrew 
Thomas), a.ieond in command, China 
station. Has seen no active service ex- 
cept on the Niger River in 1S70. He is 
fifty-one years old. 

Chang-CM-Tung— The Viceroy at Han- 
kow, is a man of great influence among 
the Chinese; he has always been an ad- 
vocate of China for the Chinese, and line 
tried to introduce foreign methods with 
Chinese administration and Chinese cap 
ital, with most disastrous results, 
Chang-Chi-Chung is at present out of 
favor with the Empress. 

Chaug-Yi.— The Director of Mines for 
the province of Chi-hi-li, and Assistant 
Director of Northern Railways, a man 
of great wealth, is rising ia prominence 
Ho is a favorite of the Dowager-Em 
press, as well as of the Emperor, and of 
YungLu. He is progressive and iu. con- 
stant touch with foreigners, but very 
cautious; he is likely to rise to higher 
positions. 

Chao-Shu-Chnio. — A Chinese, is a re- 
cent adition to the Cabinet. He is a 
Commissioner of the ltailway and Min- 
ing Bureau, and is a strong conservative, 
anti-foreign, anti-progress, and anti-ony- 
thing but himself, and asserts a very bad 
influence. 

Chee Foo, (or Chifu).— One of tho 
Treaty Ports, is the only open port be- 
tween the mouths of the Yungtse and the 
Pei-Ho. It has the most suitable climate 
for Europeans of any of the Chinese 
ports, and is visited as a sauitorium by 
persons from the southern ports. It is 
close to Wei-Hai-Wei, on the northerly 
extremity of tho Shantung peuinsula, 

Chekiang (Central Sea).— Province con- 
taining Sanmim, Italy's coveted base. 
Chi- Hi- 14— Northernmost . puovdncd 
. containing Pekin. 

Cologan. — M. de Cologan, Spanish 
Minister to China, the "doyen" of the 
corps. . 

Conger.— Mr. Edwin H. Conger, Uni- 
ted States Minister to China. 

Corvejolles.— Rear-Admiral, command- 
ing French squadron in the Far East. 

Creagh.— (Brigadier-General O'Moore), 
commands a brigade of the Indian con- 
tingent. Now commanding the troops at 
Aden. Served in Afghanistan under 
Lord Roberts. He won the V. C. for de- 
feuding the fort in the Khybor Pass, 
against an overwhelming force of tribes- 
men in April, 1S79. 

Foreign Settlements— Districts alloca- 
ted in certain chief cities to foreign irs, 
according to "nationalities, wherein 'he 
residents live under the control of their 
own elected municipal council. Coa*u- 
lar authority is usually supreme therein, 
but not always so, and the residents 
maintain an entirely independent attitude 



with respect to the local Chmpse autlm 
ities. 

Formosa.— Japanese island southeast of 
China. 
Fu. — A prefecture. 

Fuehsima— General commanding the 
Japanese force. 

Eukien.— Province southeast, opposite 
Ft rmosa 

Futai.— The Governor of a Province. 
Caselee (General Sir Alfred), command- 
ing the Indian contingent. He has been 
quartermaster-general of the Indian 
army sinco July, 1898. Has had much 
experience in frontier warfare, and was 
the only general to materially enhance 
his reputation during the Tirah campaign, 
where he never neglected a precaution 
and never lost a man unnecessarily. A 
K. C. B. He is 57 years old. 
Godown, a place for storing goods. 
Haikwan, Chinese maritime customs. 
Hsu-Chiug Chen, vice-president of 
the board of works, ex-minister to Rus- 
sia and Germany, and at present receiv- 
ing £-4,000 per annum from the Russian 
Eastern railway. Member of the Tsung- 
li Yamen. 

Knng-Yi, a Manchu, the president of 
the board of war, and a Chinese minister, 
is a strong Conservative and very anti- 
foreign; he is Influential, and is a bad 
adviser to the Empress. 

Knng-Yu-Wei, the exiled leader of the 
Chinese reform party at Singapore. 

Kaingsu. — Northern sea province, con- 
taining Shanghai. 

Kwnng-Su, the present Emperor, and 
son of Prince Chun, now dead, who was 
younger brother of the late Emperor, 
Hsicn-Fung, the Dowager Empress' hus- 
biJ'vd. Kwang-Su has no issue. 
ESvnnsi. — Province bordering Tonkin. 
Kwantung. — Southern province contain 
inz Canton. 

Kwoi-Chun, the viceroy of Szechuan, a 
Manchu, is not violently anti-foreign, but 
ho has not been very successful in kee|>- 
ing his province quiet. 

Li. a Chinese mile, equals one-third of 
an English mile. 

Li Hung Chang, acting viceroy at Can- 
ton, who is well known in Europe, where 
he lias acted both as envoy and minister. 
Now very old. He has often been in 
disgrace, but is a trusted friend of the 
Dow ager Empress. 

Likin, an inland tax imposed on foreign 
goods in transit. 

Liu-Kunyi, viceroy at Nanking. Ho is 
a trusted alley of tho Dowager Empress 
but getting old. 

Macdonald.— Sir Claude Maedonald, 
British minister to China, who, 
understood, is resigning in consequence 
of ili-hcalth. 

Newchwang.— -This flourishing port, 
which has a British concession, is the 
chief seaport of Manchuria, and is 100 
miles north of Port Arthur. There is an 
inimenso and increasiug export and im- 
port trade, which is mainly in the hands 
of the English, Americans and Japan- 
ese. The Russians have laid out a new 
town three miles above Newchwang for 
the terminus of their new railway. 



Nishu. — Baron Nishu, Japanese minis- 
ter to China. 
Nga nhwel . — Inland pro v ince. 
Pei-Ho (.North river) rises beyond the 
Great Wall, and, (lowing past Pekin 
and Tien Twin, debouches into the Gulf 
of Liao-tuug. the last eight miles of its 
course being through mud Hats. At its 
mouth are the Taku forts. .From Taku 
to Tien Tsiu the course of the river is 
very tortuous, yet it is navigable up to 
Pekin, 100 miles from the mouth. About 
November the river begins to freeze over. 

Pekin; the northern capital of China 
since 12G0, a very old, evil-smelling town, 
stands in the middle of an extensive plain 
twelve miles north of Tung-chow on the 
Pci-ho and 1110 miles from the sea. It 
is surrounded by walls fifty feet high 
and tifty feet wide and is entered through 
strong gates, all of which are closed at 
night. Here is the palace and here aro 
the legations. The popuuee is anti-for- 
eign with an intensity which is barely 
conceivable. The estimated population is 
1,300,000. 

Pichon. — M. Fichon, French minister to 
China. 

Port Arthur, now the Russian naval 
base in the Far Easl. It wis leased to 
Russia in 1S0S, with the adjacent seas 
aiid territory to the north, the whole 
forming the province of Kwangtuug. 
Fort Arthur is reserved as a naval port 
for Russian and Chinese warships, jind 
closed to other nations. By Russian ef- 
forts it has become a very powerful and 
important base. 

Prince Ching, a Manchu, Lord Cham- 
berlain of the court and commander of 
the Pekin field forces. Member of the 
Tsung-li Yamen, 

Prince Li, the senior member of the 
cabinet (pronounced Lee), n Manchu, is 
an hereditary prince, belonging to a dis- 
tant branch of the imperial family; he 
takes no part in foreign affairs, but is 
much trusted in imperial family mat- 
ters. 

Fu-Chun, the present Emperor's heir, 
nominated by the Dowager Empress. He 
is the grandson of a brother of the Em- 
peror, Hsein Fung and Prince Chun, and 
first cousiu once removed to the present 
Emperor. 

Shantung. — Province bordering the 
Gulf of Peehili to the south. Contains 
Kiao-chau and Wei-Hai-Wei. 

Sheng, the administrator of telegraphs 
and of railways, the dead of the Imperial 
Bank of China and of the China .Mer- 
chants' Steamship Co., is a most influ- 
ential man, and is in constant relations 
with foreigners. Those who have tried 
to do business with him so far have 
found him more than a match for them; 
tho control of the whole of the telegraph 
system of China and considerable wealth, 
gives him great power, and he is always 
a man to he reckoned with in the future. 

Squeeze, general term of extortion; the 
secret commission which every Chinaman 
makes on any transaction with a for- 
eigner. 

Stewart (Brigadier-General Sir N. R. , 
is in command of a brigade of the Indian 
contingent. 
Szechuan.— Province bordering Tibet. 
Tnel, equnls 1 !-f! oz. of silver in 
weight. 

Taku forts, situated at the mouth of 
the Pei-ho, consists of three main forts, 
the North, South and New. At the time 
when they were captured by the allied 
forces of England and France in 1S!jO 
they mounted about 300 guns. Behind 
the forts there extends for twenty miles 
inland an intricate system of moats. De- 
fended by modern artillery and skilful 
irtillerists, they would he practically im- 
pregnable. They were taken by the al- 
lied forces on June 17. 

The Grand Council. — The Emperor and 
Empress Dowager are assisted in the 
government by a cabinet or grand coun- 
cil, consisting at present of eight mem- 
bers, and these are undoubtedly the most 
influential statesmen for the time be-

Till the war of 1SG0 all for- 
eigners were treated as belonging to 
dependent or tributary nations, ami on 
this basis all foreign affairs had been 
conducted by a special department of the 
Board of Ceremonies. The war, however 
bowed that the nations of the West 
could not be treated as tributary tribes, 
and to meet the emergency, Prince Kurig 
invented the Tsung-Li Yamen as the 
most suitable method of dealing with for- 
eign ministers. It first had throe mem- 
bers, but tile number has been increased 
to ten. Its members do not constitute a 
separate department in the ordinary 
sense of tin; term; they are selected from 
the six boards and from the grand coun- 
cil (cabinet). The Tsung-Li Yamen, as 
1 body, has no power to act, and except 
in most unimportant cases will give no 
decisive answer. They receive requests; 
demands and protests, and acknowledge 
the receipt. As a Board of Obstruction, 
it is a gigantic success. All interviews 
are taken down verbatim, and with cop- 
of the despatches are laid before 
Grand Council (Cabinet), and by it re- 
ported to the Emperor.

Wei-Hai-Wei (Liitkuntao was leased 
to Great Britain by the Chinese in 189S. 
One hundred and thirty thousand pounds 
was provided by the military works bill 
of ISO!) for the defence of Wei-Hai-Wei. 
The garrison consists of one company of 
Chinese garrison artillery, two companies 
of British infantry, six companies of Chi- 
nese infantry, and the necessary contin 
gents of Royal Engineers and depart 
mental stall".

pacity for cutting daily about four thous- 
ind feet of lumber. This mill is also 
supplied with a planing and matching 
machine, moring and framing machines, 
ilso emery wheel and grindstones oper- 
ated by steam power, the use of which 
appliances result in a great saving of 
labor and a material reduction in the cost 
ill wooden structures, ns well as the 
cost of sharpening edged tools. 

The gold saving appliances consist of a 
double extended syste mof sluices seven 
feet wide by four feet deep, aggregating 
two thousand three hundred and eighty 
feet, in length. This system of sluices 
is paved partially witli end-wood slice 
blocks one foot thick, and partially with 
improved longitudinal steel riffles. Fix- 
tures and lingitudianl ditlles are on hand 
for the installation of two improved un- 
dercurrents intended for the recovery of 
flour quicksilver, line gold, platinum, 'and 
osmiridium that cannot be recovered in 
the ordinary slice. 

The melting plant consists of three re- 
torts fitted with iron Liobig condensors 
for distillation of quicksilver, having a 
capacity for treating twelve thousand 
ounces of amalgamated gold at a single] 
charge; two furnaces for melting, and 
other appliances necessary for handling 
ingots of gold weighing up to twelve 
thousand ounces; also a complete assay 
outfit for determining the value of bul- 
lion. 

Tho mine is .also supplied with a com- 
plete outfit of mechanics' and mining 
toois and implements of all kinds, suffi- 
cient forgone hundred and fifty men. 

The mine lighting plant consists of 
six Wells lights of three thousand can- 
dle power each. 

_ The telephone system includes three 
lines, aggregating thirty-five miles, with 
fifteen instruments;, that place the store- 
keeper and manager in direct communi- 
cation with the reservoir tenders, canal 
tenders, saw mill foreman, general black- 
smith and o-freman of the hydraulic pits. 

The company's property is probably the 
largest, and the high grade of its deposits 
entitles it to a place among the richest 
hydraulic mines in the world.

water, only a third of an acre or so at 
the beginning, although it grew to bo 
larger by and by, as the rock taken out 
of the shafts was carefully piled round 
the shores. Even then the area was not 
greatly increased, but the artificial sea- 
wall kept the water oil' pretty well and 
left room on the islet for the men to niovo 
about a little. 

"There were tips and downs about Sil- 
ver Islet, just as there have been with 
every good mine ever opened.

The siege of Mafeking was raised at 
10 a. m. to-day, Thursday, May IT. This 
is the official time. The relieving force 
consisted of Colonel Million's column and 
Colonel Plumer's Bhodesian regiment 
Mushonaland B. S. A. P., accompanied 
by Queenslauders, Canadians and a Can- 
adian artillery battery. 

It is impossible to express our feelings 
of relief, thankfulness and delight. 

Mafeking, May 14. 

"The Boers are in tho Stadt!" Such 
was the ouinious message that was quick- 
ly passed from mouth to mouth on Sat- 
urday morning as day was breaking. 

One must have lived all these weary 
mouths in Mafeking and have frequently 
wandered through the labyrinth of rocks, 
trees and huts, to grasp the dread im- 
port of this short sentence in its en- 
tirety. 

I do not exaggerate when I say that 
in an instant a set, hard, determined ex- 
pression came over the face of every man 
as ho heard it, even of those who, but a 
few moments before, had been disposed 
to joke at the terrible fusilade that was 
going on to the oast, i. e., in tho- opposite 
direction, and made contemptuous re- 
marks anent the Boer method of thor- 
oughly awakening the whole town by 
rifle tire when they meditated a night 
attack. • 

As the murmured message became 
louded and was acknowledged to bo the 
grim truth, the most callous realized that 
this was no sham onslaught such as we 
have experienced since General Crouje 
went south with his invincibles, but that 
we were face to face with the most criti- 
cal state of things imaginable — a situa- 
tion that would try the nerves and the 
resisting powers of trained regiments to 
the utmost — how much more to be dread- 
ed with the garrison principally composed 
of civilians (among whom were many 
Dutch), and of excitable natives, and the 
whole community reduced in strength 
from want of proper nourishment.

I replied 
as Signor Antonio, obtained the engage- 
ment, and six months after T bad played 
"Hamlet" for my benefit I went on as n 
clown in a pantomime. "To what bases 
uses we may return, Horatio!"

Loudon is not so slow. It makes on 
the first Monday in July a departure that 
may astonish the school boards in most 
American cities, and it the experiment 
turns out as expected, the Loudon school 
£irl will become collectively the best- 
tralned housewife in the world. 

The test assurance of the importance of 
fete movement is that the government is 
the "mover"— the sluggish, unentlrasias- 
tic c)d government that really takes a 
long time to adopt new ideas and learn 
new tricks,, but when once it gets them 
learned will go on forever conscientious- 
ly doing them without missing a detail 
of the most intricate plan, until it is 
called off. 

It was comparatively a long time ago 
that somebody high up in British educa- 
tional circles said, "Well, now, we ye ar- 
ranged that every child shall be obliged 
to go to school. If the girls had been 
at home, their mothers would have taught 
them to cook: now they won't learn un- 
less we teach them, aud I think we d 
better be about it." And so, in every 
odd corner that the London school board 
could discover, a school kitchen was open- 
ed and the girls were taught there. After 
awhile, somebody else, also much esteem- 
ed as an educator, remarked that laundry 
work was almost as important as cookery 
and that it ought to be taught, too; and 
straightway a whole series of little laun- 
dries were' opeued and equipped. 

Sometimes the kitchen and laundry 
were in the same building, but more often 
they wero not; and they were hardly 
over in a school building, and so when 
it came time to switch the girls oft from 
the multiplication table and verbs and ask 
them to consider the hasty pudding or the 
ironing board, the class had to put on 
its hat and adjourn to thq "center," as 
the laundry-kitchen places are called, per- 
haps blocks away. But in spite of these 
disadvantages all the little schools have 
prospered and are doing a remarkable 
work. , , 

In fact, with increased government 
"rants, more and more experienced 
teachers and general abiding enthusiasm, 
girls were coming out so skilled in cook- 
on- and laundry work that it seemed a 
pity that they didn't understand the oth- 
ed "details that make up "homo manage- 
ment" as well. The school board asked 
for a grant for this purpose, but the gov- 
ernment frowned. Undaunted, the board 
arranged to teach "housewifery" anyway, 
and did. They have made such a suc- 
cess of it, too, that the government re- 
lented a while ago and made a new grant, 
as rerruestel. . . , 

The board knew exactly what it wanted 
to do with this grant. It laid plans at 
once to build an addition to every public 
school in London, wherein all of the 
pupils who were lucky enough to be girls 
should be taught every branch of house- 
keeping under one roof, wiping out alto- 
gether the old system of "centers." 

The first outward ami visible sign of 
the scheme as perfected is a small stone 
building up in New Kent road, which 
was formally opened last week by Lady 
Londonderry, and will begin business on 
.Tuly 1. The course will cover half a 
dav every week for three years. 

Most of the girls will begin at 11 years 
of age," and begin at the bottom with 
learning to care for what in England is 
called "the scullery"— learning to clean 
the sink, to shine the pots and pans, tc 
scour the knives, even to polish shoes 
From this humble start practice and the 
ory go hand in hand. Suppose the drain- 
age pipe gets clogged up. The children 
not oulv will be taught how to flush the 
pipe or even take the sink- apart, but 
wh.it are the hygienic reasons that mala 
it necessary. These reasons will be set 
down in notebooks, too, and soon after 
it will be the subject of a written ex- 
amination, which might also deal with 
the fascinating subject of lamp cleaning 
or the care of garbage. 

A part of every one of the present 
"centers" is fitted up as an ordinary 
workingman'e dwelling. In the room just 
above there may be devices most elauot 
ate and costlv for cookery ami other 
household work, but in this department 
there is nothing but the ordinary utensil; 
that would be found in the poorest fam 
ilv's kitchen. The girl students invent a 
mythical family, even specifying the 
of its various members; then, having de 
, cided that the family cannot, afford f 
dinner to cost over, say, a shilling, the; 
draw up several bills of fare within thn 
modest line. Then they take baskets 01 
their amis and visit grocers and butchers 
bargaining for the provisions they neei

with a prudence and economy that would 
have delighted even Poor Richard. Once 
home again with their supplies, they pro- 
ed to cook them, and not only plan to 
make every scrap go as far as possiblo, 
hut to use up anything that may have 
been left over on the day before, lhe 
stove has already b«en polished and the 
five laid. 

Some of the girls stay to dinner, eat 
the tilings, clear away and wash up., lhe 
menu is hardly ever the same two days 
running, for tho girls are equal either to 
a banquet or a meal of gruel. They learn 
which foods are the most nourishing and 
give them the preference. They learn to 
pack a luncheon in a round dish, so that 
"IV can take it in his napkin. Some- 
times, they plunge their mythical family 
into the lowest depth of "stoniness, pre- 
tending that the gudcwife has only 8 
cents with which to provide tor the 
brood, and then a truly Spartan repast 
is served. 

Here is a "simple menu" exactly as sot 
down by one little woman of 11, with 
the idea Unit this "family" possessed 
only a shilling: 

"A mother, three girls and two sons. 
One girl years and two girls 12 years 
old. One son about 18, the other 12. Sat- 
urday's dinner—

In the laundry centers I saw the giria 
washing clothes and ironing them; their 
own, mostly, brought from home. I no 
garments looked white and neat, and 
there is a graceful promise in the fact, 
for the English washwoman of to-day is 
the Nemesis of your linen. 

In the midst of the vigorous washing, 
scrubbing and ironing that was going on 
I glanced at one of a pile of the inevi- 
table notebooks on a nearby shell, and 
came upon an examination of the new or- 
der, which blandly put such questions 

* U "Descriho the process of washing and 
'roning a white shirt and a petticoat, 
from beginning to end." 

How would yon remove all stains from 
lilk skirt?" 

What is the best method of detect- 
soap adulteration? What are the 
most common adulterations'.'" 

And containing such questions about 
hard and soft water, fresh air as a dis- 
infectant, washing of printed cottons- 
lit to make the educator of twenty years 
igo gasp, and wonder what has become 
of the Orinoco river aud the rule of 
three. 

Apparently there is nothing whatever 
the way of household management 
that these girls don't learn. I saw them 
descend on an unoffending room that to 
the masculine eye looked trim enough, 
strip it of everything and then set about 
a-scrubbing and n-dusting that recalled 
the worst terrors of house-cleaning. It all 
seemed to be done methodically, however, 
and according to a little girl's examina- 
tion paper that I have beside mo. She 
says: , 

"When we turn out a sitting room the 
first thing we do is to move the furni- 
ture, every piece if possible, out of the 
room. If the chairs, tables and couch 
cannot be moved it is necessary to cover 
them over with a dust sheet, as we must 
the cupboard. Everything that cannot be 
moved should be covered in this way. 
After we have cleared everything possible 
out of the room we begin aud clean the 
pictures thoroughly. After we have 
swept the walls we must clean tho grate 
and the hearth. Then we must clean 
the skirting board, then sweep the car- 
pet. First we should get the carpet 
straight, then we should put on damp 
tea leaves and sweep or brush it thor- 
oughly and lightly. Then we should 
sweep the tea leaves into one corner and 
pick them up. Then clean the windows 
and paint, and then move back the furni- 
ture." 

Chairs and woodwork are brightened 
with a furniture polish that the children 
learn to make themselves. When I saw 
this room again it looked as if it might 
have been in another world. 

In the next one girls were being 
taught home nursing. One was in bed 
and two behind were propping her up 
with an arrangement composed of two 
chairs, while another girl changed the 
sheets. Another was sitting placidly jn. 
a chair, while an imaginary wound in 
the hand, apparently of a most alarming 
and painful nature, was being put into 
bandages by a little tot of some 11 or 
12 years, and across the room another 
serious case of an imaginary injured head 
wtis being treated with great skill and 
unconcern. 

Mrs. Lord, whose syllabus is used for 
the entire system, which means about 
05,000 children, tells me that they don't 
expect to make trained nurses of the 
girls, but to ground them well in sick- 
room attendance and the things to be 
done before the doctor comes. Babies 
are a feature. The girls learn how to 
wash and dress them, prepare their food 
ami keep the proper sort of milk bottle 
clean. Mrs. Lord says that in the sev- 
eral exhibitions of the successful work- 
ing of the housewifery scheme that have 
been given the nursing room has been 
that into which admiring mothers crowd- 
ed most eagerly. .Must of the mothers 
were formerly shop or factory girls, and 
as mothers I hey were perfectly helpless 
in matters of illness—even such slight 
ones as treating a scald or a burn. But 
the "new" girls ca>» tell you in a jiffy 
what to do for any mishap from a sliver 
to a gash with a butcher knife. 

Mrs. Lord says that one girl 33 years 
old nursed her mother all through a bit- 
ter attack of pneumonia so well that the 
doctor said a professional nurse was un- 
necessary (the poor family couldn't af- 
ford one, anyway), and so much to the 
mother's own satisfaction that she paid 
a personal visit to the school and was 
bubbling over With gratitude. 

Mothers in general woren't particular- 
ly enthusiastic over the plan when it 
started. The children who "take" aren't 
all those of day laborers by any means; 
a good many of them are tho daughters 
of accountants and clerics, and their 
mothers thought the domestic duties were 
rather menial. Such opposition, however, 
in the face of tangible results has faded 
entirely away. Down in the poorest 
slum district is a little half-witted girl, 
who is a sort of guardian for her old 
paralyzed grandmother, her only relative. 
The girl has been - in the board schools, 
and one day Mrs. Lord asked her if the 
training she had received had done her 
any good. She •hesitated a; little aud 



then said: " 'Aw gran'mother says there's 
na lumps in th' bed." 

Boys are left entirely out of the school 
board's scheme. But at the National 
Training School, where a good many of 
the tenchers of housewifery are educat- 
ed, there was a class of urchins from the 
East End, all busy with .pots and pans 
in the hope of becoming chefs when 
they graduate.

MOVING PICTURES. 

From the London Mall. 
Before long Londoners will be able to In- 
dulge In a new sensation— that of being 
blographed. The old-fashioned "still life" 
photography Is to give way to the photo- 
graphic living picture. 

nitherto only the brave and the fair have 
been "blographed" and "mutoscoped." 
Tramping soldier? and dancing actresses 
have held full sway. That is to be altered. 
The Blograph and Mutoscope Syndicate 's 
about to open a studio of biography in 
Regent street. There anyone will be blo- 
graphed who so desires, just as one Is pho- 
tographed at present at tue photographers. 

The blograph studio will be fitted up In 
the most fashionable style. The operating 
room will be spacious and elegant, lighted 
by arc lamps equal to 100,000 caudle power. 
The great difficulty In "biography" Is tho 
elimination Of Shadows— that has been per- 
fectly arranged. The quick-firing camera 
will "work at the rate of more than forty 
pictures a second, and will go on just as 
loug as may be desired. 

There are evidently great things pos- 
sible In the future for this novel form of 
photography. 

"I think the blograph studio Will be very 
popular Indeed," said Mr. Smedley, the 
manager of the syndicate, to a Dally Mall 
representative yesterday. "At present, a 
photograph shows an Individual, or a 
group of persons In only one attitude, and 
It Is obvious thai It misses many charac- 
teristic poses. What we shall do ts to 
photograph people In motion, so ns to 
catch every gesture and movement. How 
much more Interesting to have a moving 
photograph of your friends than one show- 
ing them In n single pose! 

"There will be no limits to the operations 
of the studio," lie continued, "save those 
which regulate the usual high-class pho- 
tographer's. Anyone who wishes, or a 
number of persons, may be photogrnuhed 
doing just what they like. Bridal proces- 
sion? Certainly, If they wish It. The bride 
and bridegroom, bridesmaids, best man, 
parents, sisters, cousins, aunts— they can 
all wnlk round the studio, and be 'blo- 
graphed, for private circulation. 

"Young ladies aud gentlemen may meet 
In front of the 'machine' and send reels 
Of the living pictures to their friends. In 
fact, anyone may come and walk, dunce, 
receive one's friends, or anything In rea- 
son, and have a faithful reproduction of 
the scene sent home.

ft Can Attack But 1h Not Provided 
Wnu Arammnent to Def-ud

■Everywhere the value of the submarine 
boat has been discussed; but many of 
ithose who have talked a great deal have 
told us nothing of importance. Y'et every 
one knows what a submarino is — or thinks 
.he does. The fact is, however, that 
there are but very few who can tell what 
a submarine is capable of, and how it is 
worked. 

To understand this, we must first of 
all note tho particular features of the 
.submarine and the ways in which it dif- 
fers from the ordinary warship, as it is 
precisely in these points that the interest 



point. This is a very common problem 
iu navigation and in military work, and 
one that causes a sailor little trouble. 
Dilllculty, however, may ariso by the 
warship modifying its course or its speed 
while the submarine is submerged. There- 
fore besides coming to the surface at tho 
usual distance of 500 yards the subma- 
rine will have rapidly to repeat the ma- 
noeuvre at 270 yards, just before launch- 
ing the torpedo. If it is then found that 
the object of attack has not changed 
either its course or its speed everything 
will pass off as in the case of an attack 
on a fixed object. If, oa the contrary, 
an alteration has been made the attempt 
will have failed for the moment, and cal- 
culations must be made again and the 
attack renewed. 

Cases will, of course, occur when it Will 
not be possible to determine the direc- 
tion in which the object is moving, but 
the submarine will then manoeuvre to 
get within striking distance until it enn 
tiulfill the necessary conditions. 

The forcing of a blockade line by a 
submarine is still more simple. If it is 
a question of escaping from a.. blockade 
port, to carry, for example, a message 
to a warship out at sea, the submarine 
will take careful bearings for the open 
sea, and sing to a &ood depth, so that 
should its movements pass beneath a 
enemy's ship it will be at a sutlicient 
depth to escape contact with it. Having 
thus passed out of danger it will mako 
a bee-lino for the open sea beyond the 
range of visibility, when it will come 
to the surface and continue its journey. 

If, on tho other hand, the submarine 
wishes to attack an anchored vessel, in a 
roadstead well watched, for the pur- 
pose of throwing the enemy's Beet into 
confusion, it will, after passing under- 
neath the blockading line, rise and take 
.. ,..,„ its bearings, again become submerged, 
without launch its torpedo, and then make away 
The for the open sea.

known as the "optical tube," which can- 
not be employed when there is more than 
eighteen inches of water above the ves- 
sel, or the direction must be decided upon 
before submersion and the course follow- 
ed by the compass. 

It is epiite obvious that in order to 
make a successful attack the submarine 
must carry out the whole operation whilst 
completely immersed in order that she 
may not be seen by the enemy for whom 
her (torpedo is destined. 

Rut sulci! progress beneath the sur- 
face of the vu'tor is Viueh more difficult 
thail upon ;t. and also much slower, it 
is nece.-sary to devise means of reducing 
lo a .minimum Llt>- length of time spent 
.under .water, fur, of course, tho force of 
the electric motor is not inexhaustible 
any .more than .he air upon which the 
crew subsist. 

Experiments made in a good light and 
on. a. smooth sea have resulted in fixing 
the distance at which the submarine 
would become visible at about 1,700 
yards. To be on the safe side, it lias 
been 'decided in practice to make it one 
mile. This is, therefore, described as 
.the "maximum range of visibility." 

It is thus obvious that beyond that 
.distance of one mile the submarine can 
navigate on the surface of the water 
without fear of being discovered; to ap- 
proach any inearer it must sink below the 
water to ensure safety. 

In .making attack on a vessel at anchor 
the submarine will advance on the sur- 
face of the water to within a mile of 
its object then, taking careful note of 
the position of the ship, it will sink 
under the water and make a bee-line for 
ils prospective victim. 

Hut should it happen that in sinking 
the submarine is deflected from its 
course, the compass would not show the 
deviation providing the vessel kept paral- 
lel to the course decided upon. There- 
fore some time before arriving at the dis- 
tance decided upon us the best for launch- 
ing the torpedo (270 yards), (he eubma- 
rine will come rapidly to the surface, 
verify or correst, launch tho torpedo and 
hastily retire, not coming to the sufrace 
again until quite a mile away. 

The one weak point in this manoeuvre 
is the return lo the surface at a dis- 
tance of four or live hundred yards, that 
is to say, within the radius of visibility. 
If the sea was very calm the optical tube 
could be employed iip to -within CiOO yards. 
At this distance, however, the tube it- 
self would begin to be visible to those 
on board the .object of attack. 

Yet there is no serious danger in thin 
part of the manoeuvre, as experiments 
have shown that rarely, if ever, have the 
personnel of the attacked s'hip — even 
when they have known the direction tak- 
en by the submarine — being able to dis- 
cover it, and when they did, its appear- 
ance on the surface was so momentarily 
that -they bad not time to train even a 
small gun upon it. In ordinary circum- 
stances the submarine has every ehanco 
of being nnperceived. 

A more, interesting case presents itself 
in an attack on a moving object— for 
example, a war vessel iminoeuvrinf» in 
the open or changing its position in a 
squadron: Then we have an exhibition 
of somewhat more complicated tactics. 

The submarine must first of ail esti- 
mate the speed of the moving object. 
Calculating upon this basis, it will then 



its approach and to avoid its attack. As 
is well known, all battleships are fur- 
nished with microphones, which receive 
the sound of the waves and notify, es- 
pecially in night time or during a fog, 
the presence and approach of other ves- 
sels. However, while at a considerable 
distance the approach of ships of even 
small tonnage is notified by the micro- 
phone, this apparatus remains mute so 
far as the submarine is concerned. The 
explanation of this fact is to be found 
in the absence of oscillation from the con- 
tinuous rotation and not the spasmodic 
jerk of the ordinary piston which so much 
affects the microphone. 

It has, however, been remarked that 
while from the bridge of a ship a sub- 
merged object can only he discovered 
when it is quite, near the surface of the 
water, if observations are taken from a 
greater height tho depth of which an 
object may be perceived is greatly in- 
creased. It is therefore probable that 
the progress of aerostatics will before 
long have a considerable effect in modi- 
fying the invisibility of the submarine. 
Experiments made have established the 
important fact that at the height of two 
to three hundred yards submerged ob- 
jects can be seen at a depth of thirty to 
forty yards and at a radius of more than 
two hundred yards around tho balloon. 
The higher the bnlloon goes the wider 
becomes its range of observation, and 
naturally the greater the security of the 
aeronaut. It has been thought of add- 
ing to the equipment on every war vessel 
a balloon, for the purpose of keeping a 
watch in the depths of the surrounding 
sea, and it may well be believed that if 
aerial navigation becomes a practical 
reality, it will prove to be the most for- 
midable adversary of the submarine. This 
is a possibility which requires to be noted. 

At a distance of 75 to 85 yards from 
the object of attack the explosion of the 
torpedo is quite harmless to the subma- 
rine and its crew. On account, however, 
of the great elasticity of water, which is 
an admirable conductor of sound, the 
noise of the explosion is heard in the 
submarine, and sometimes causes the 
crew to experience a temporary deafness; 
but, ns before stated, the torpedo is 
launched generally at a distance of from 
250 to 300 yards, and eases where it 
would be necessary to operate at a dis- 
tance of less than a hundred yards are 
such rare exceptions that they may bo 
left out of consideration. 

We have indicated fairly completely the 
offensive action of a modern submarine. 
It must be added that the submarine 
can never become a defensive arm or 
even attempt, to defend itself. Its sole 
means of defense is to retreat under the 
shelter of the water— a retreat so swift 
that it permits of no pursuit. Similarly; 
it must possess no other nrm than ils 
torpedo — submarine arms— and it would 
be rank heresy to wish to furnish it with 
any defensive artillery, such as a quick- 
firer or a revolving gun. To place such 
weapons on board a submarine would be 
to inculcate a desire to make use of them 
— that is to say, to remain on the sur- 
face a considerable length of time in 
order to (ire its guns, which would be to 
run the risk of being utterly destroyed— 
n fate that one well-aimed projectile 
would mete out to it. Here, then, we 
have a vessel which is simply offensive, 
lmt which has no need to defend itself, 
for it serves tho purpose to which it is 



catchers have been invented with the ob- 
ject of warding off attacks by torpedoes, 
and that therefore submarine destroyers 
will be contrived — themselves submarines 
— to cope with the new weapon. 

The best safeguard for the submarine 
is the impossibility of its being distin- 
guished by any other submarine at any 
considerable distance when submerged. 

The offensive qualities of the subma- 
rine are well defined — it can attack with 
sureness and safety vessels of a different 
type which are powerless to make re- 
prisals; it cannot, iu any case, attack 
auuther submarine or offer resistnnce~to 
its passage. The existence, therefore, of 
the submarine has no other excuse than 
the necessity of attacking battleships. 
Therefore, thought it is made to destroy 
them, it cannot Jive without them. 

The .submarine bus a range of action 
excessively limited when compared with 
the great distances covered by largo war- 
ships. These distances, however, have to 
he somehow covered by the submarine 
in order to bring it into the field of ac- 
tion. It is necessary, then, that the sub- 
marine be so constructed that it can be 
carried to the required spot, or, it it is 
navigable independently, it must be und- 
er the escort of the squadron, the vessels 
of which can renew its supply of motive 
force iu the form of petroleum or elec- 
tricity. 

The submarine war vessel, whatever its 
tpye, and whatever its range of action, 
can therefore be nothing but a powerful 
instrument of attack against the vessels 
of an ordinary licet among which it is 
quite Incapable of taking its place. The 
torpedo boat alone will be, to a certain 
extent, overshadowed by the submarine, 
nnd tho latter when it has been brought 
to perfection and become to the naval of- 
ficer as familiar an object as the cruiser 
and battleship, will take its place along 
with tho protected despatch boat and the 
destroyer, but it will always be subject 
to and dependent upon the greater vessel 
of the ordinary fleet.
